Army p robe and the last three 
shots by the U.S. Air Force, one 
of which reached as high as 79,000 
miles. 
The Air Force satellite weighed 
abou t 8 5 p ou nd s. It was aimed at 
an orbit or at least a single trip 
arou nd the moon. In its final stage 
it carried the electronic brains 
and maneu v ering rock et to d o the 
job. 
The elaborate gu id ance sy stem 
and rev ersing rock et in the Air 
Force shot ad d ed greatly to the 
final stage weight—bu t the Army 
rock et gets along with a minimu m 
of gu id ance brains and no rev ers­ 
ing rock et.

pared with that of the represen­ 
tatives of foreign countries, 
in 
particular Britain 
and 
Russia, 
who were dealing direct with the 
•Palace G uard’ in their demands 
for urgent deliveries of munitions 
and Lend Lease aid. It soon be 
came obvious that we must have 
some way of 
procuring 
arm a­ 
ment and equipment for our own 
forces, then being mobilized, if 
U. S. production were not to be 
given away to all and 
sundry 
claimants on our bounty.” 
This was undoubtedly one 
of 
the most serious betra.vals of the 
United States. He adds: 
” . . Again and again, both be­ 
fore and after our involvement 
in the Second World War, Gen. 
Marshall, his staff, and in partic­ 
ular those of us working in the 
Wars 
Plans 
Division, 
realized 
that American interests were be 
mg 
jeopardized 
by 
President 
Roosevelt’s policy of extending 
all possible aid 
to any 
nation 
fighting ‘those 
foes 
which 
the 
United States also recognized as 
enemies.’ . . President 
Roose­ 
velt was the final arbiter and his 
coterie of advisers, in particular 
Harry Hopkins, had final author­ 
ity concerning the allocation of 
war materiel as it flowed in ever 
i n c r e a s i n g quantities from 
American 
factories. 
Congress 


had 
no 
power to control 
the 
mushrooming w a r t i m e agen­ 
cies. . .” 
This 
is 
no 
political 
attack. 
President Roosevelt is dead and 
the memoirs of the 
men 
who 
served with him will each add to 
or detract from his stature 
as 
an historical figure. 
Wedemeyer is retired and 
is 
not running for public office. His 
services in developing American 
strategy during the war go down 
in history 
for 
what 
they 
are 
worth. But this is so: 
that 
the 
more we read of the 
material 
that 
is 
being 
written 
farther 
away 
from 
personal 
relation­ 
ships and personal ambitions, the 
more it is clear that the genesis

that can be 
Yet people do it every year. In 
Illinois alone, there were 86 deaths 
from carbon monoxide in a single 
year. And 39 of them were caused 
by motor vehicle fumes. 
Carbon monoxide is 
not 
some 
new poison developed by our ad­ 
vancing civilization to plague us. 
It has been poisoning human be­ 
ings ever since we first learned to 
build fires in closed places. Devel­ 
opment of commercial gas and the 
combustion engine, however, have 
increased the danger greatly. 
Carbon 
monoxide 
is 
odorless, 
tasteless and colorless in its pure 
form. Generally, though impurities 
in it give it an odor. If you have 
walked behind an auto with its en­ 
gine running, I’m sure you have 
noticed the odor com mg from the 
exhaust pipes. 
Now, while none of you 
would 
think of sitting in your car in a 
cloned garage with the engine run­ 
ning. most of you would think noth 
mg of parking your car on

and vomiting. There may even be 
a muscular weakness which ren­ 
ders the victim completely 
help­ 
less. 


Carbon monoxide is lighter than 
air and is readily diffusible When 
it is inhaled, it combines with the 
red blood cells 
which ordinarily 
carry oxygen from the lungs to all 
parts of the body. 
The body depends 
upon 
these 
cells for life-giving oxygen. If they 
carry carbon 
monoxide 
instead, 
the body suffocates. The brain, es­ 
pecially. is sensitive to this lack 
of oxygen.

C. M,: My doctor tells me I have 
small blood clots. 
What 
causes 
this? Is this condition 
dangerous 
and what is the remedy? 
A n s w e r : The importance of 
small blood clots 
would 
depend 
upon their location, frequency and

In certain areas, blood clots may 
be dangerous, since they block off 
vital blood supply as in the brain 
or coronary arteries.

Not if this 
country is going to depend more 
I on Allied and friendly countries to 
use their manpower, with Ameri­ 
can backing. Dulles seemed to be 
suggesting that in a speech Thurs­ 
day at San Francisco. 
The only trouble with the idea 
is whether the Allies and friends 
have 
enough 
strength, 
without 
Am erican 
manpower, to do the 
job. 
Dulles said it is not enough to 
have 
great 
retaliatory 
striking 
power. “ It is necessary,” he said, 
“to 
have 
forces-in-being 
at en­ 
dangered points.” 
This might seem like a switch— 
but it isn’t necessarily so—from 
that famous speech he made Jan. 
12. 1954. in which he said the Ei­ 
senhower administration had de­ 
cided to rely on “ massive retalia­ 
tory power” for the defense of the 
United States and the free world. 
In that same talk nearly five 
year* ago he appeared to sense 
that there might be local wars in 
which massive retaliation wouldn't

He said the important

On Nov 19 Secretary of Defense 
Ned H. 
McElroy announced or­ 
ders for a reduction of about 71.000 
in Army. Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps manpower, This is 
part of the administration’s effort 
to cut spending.
